Fisherman 
drowns in 
Kinneret

TIBERIAS. —- Legendary Tiberias 
fisherman Nissim Asuelus, 65, who 
drowned when his boat overturned 
in Lake Kinneret early Wednesday 
morning, was laid to rest here yes- 
terday afternoon. Severa! thousand 
Tiberias residents took part in the 
funeral procession for the man who 
bad been the fishermen's leader 
= the days of the British Man- 

te. 

Asuelus and his partmer were 
fishing 50 metres off the Russian 
Garden north of here when their 
boat began to sink about 2.30 a.m. 
‘Wednesday. Although the lake was 
rough, they decided to jump in and 
swim for shore. Asuelus’s partner 
made it to shore, but Asuelus him- 
sel! apparently became entangled in 
the boat's fishing net and drowned. 

An all-night and all-day search 
by police and fishermen failed to 
turn up the body, but it was 
spotted by bathers yesterday morn- 
ing floating near the spot where 
the boat had sunk. 

In Ashkelon, meanwhile, uine- 
year-old Gad Cohen drowned while 
bathing late on Wednesday after- 
noon, after the life-guard station 
had closed down. He and another 
child, Meir Kitzotz, had been swept 
off their feet by the undertow with- 
out their parents taking notice, and 
were pulled out of the sea by other 
bathers. Both were taken to the 
local hospital, but ‘doctors could 
save the life only of the Kitzotz 
boy.

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CIA delivers 
letter after 
eight years 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Nearly 
eight years ago, a letter was 
mailed from the Soviet Union 
to Robert McEhwain, an Amer- 
jean schoolteacher. It never 
reached its destination, but Mc- 
Elwain has finally received a 
copy of it, courtesy of the CIA. 

McElwain wrote the CLA seve- 
ral months ago, asking to see 
any file it might have compiled 
on him. He made his request 
under the Freedom of Informa- 
tlon Act. He hardly expected the 
agency to know who he was. 
But McElwain received a brief 
letter, noting the agency had 8 
“single reference" to the 38-year- 
old secondary school teacher of 
French ana Spanish. 

The file was “classified and 
divulges intelligence sources and 
Tethods,” the CIA letter said, 
and could therefore not be re. 
leased. 

His curiosity aroused, McEl- 
wain decided to appeal the deci- 
sion and enlisted the aid of his 
congressman. In May he was 
informed in a letter that the 
agency had decided to release 
the file. It contained a copy of 
the missing letter from the So- 
viet Union. 

The Soviet letter was written 
on August 18, 1967, by a Rus. 
sian teacher whom McEhwain and 
his wife had met while the Rus- 
sian was studying at Harvard 
Busineas School. 

In 64 words, including saluta. | 
tions and closing, the Russian 
said he was preparing his teach- 
ing materials and planned to

this had only finally been determined with the, setting up of the 
unified command of the armed forces of Egypt and Syria on 31 
January 1973. Before that Libya had been an active partner in 
the planning, but when it became clear that President Ghadaffi 
of Libya bad a fundamentally different concept from that of 
Egypt and Syria of the lines along which the attack should be 
conducted, the other two decided to continue their preparations . 

The most stringent precautions were taken to ensure that no 
hint of what was in the wind should leak out. The room in which 
the fourteen officers met had. been checked and re-checked over 
and over again for any possibility of bugging.

Its major objective is to improve tax collection, and to increase 
State revenue — after a drop in the first period — by closing 
loopholes, widening the tax base and collection net, amd ensuring 
the public’s cooperation in’ the collection of income tax. 

A nation living in emergency, like Israel today, cannot do 
away with high taxes. It can however distribute the tax burden

Kt is this aspect which must now be fully spelled out, 
combining the reform's firm implementation with a wide edu- 
cational effort. Only if the public realizes ‘that the time for 
tax dodging, and for haggling with the tax authorities is over, 
that from now on take-home income can be increased only by 
harder work, greater efficiency, and paying more tax in the 
Process, can the reform be expected to become a turning point 
in Israel’s economy.

the effect upon. the very survival 
potential of Israel itaelf. I believe that 
the lessons for the State of Israel are 
twofold: 

First, no nation can safely depend 
upon unlimited assistance and support 
from any other nation. 

The increasing dependence of 
Israel upon military and economic 
assistance from the U.S8., while 
necessary, is also very dangerous. It 
doea not take much imagination to 
foresee that the net result of any 
Kigsinger-type assurance or 
guarantee of Israel's security will be 
the American Sixth Fleet standing off 
the coast of Tel Aviv evacuating 100,- 
000 Israelis, while the American peo- 
ple holler about taking in so many 
Jews. This isn't because 
can't be trusted or that the American 
Government. deliberately reneges 
upon its promises; {t's simply because 
national leaders come and go, and the 
interests of governments and states do 
change. Very likely, within two years,

dent sitting’ on the White House’ :

time, Israel would have traded away 
very significant bargaining points and 
a portion of her security and in- 
dependence for a ‘‘mess of pottage.”” 

Second, in any fundamental conflict 
between two nations, or two halves of 
one nation, the most critical factor is 
inherently spiritual.
